GAINZA PAZ GOES HOME TO ARGENTINA 
TO RESUME PRENSA PUBLICATION 


By Steve Nordlinger 


With the return of Dr. Alberto Gainza Paz to Argentina Dec. 1, the reemergence 
of La Prensa as a free newspaper was assured. 

Provisional President Gen. Pedro Aramburu had ordered restoration of La Prensa 
to Dr. Gainza Paz, its rightful owner and publisher, on the previous day. The famed 
Buenos Aires daily was expropriated in 1951 by the now deposed regime of Juan D. 


Peron. 

As General 
stated, La Prensa had long been the 
object of a ‘relentless campaing of per- 
secution under the dictatorship.”’ 

The OPC, in which Dr. Gainza Paz 
had been activeas chairman of the Inter 
American Committee, hailed the decision 


Aramburu’s decree 


of the caretaker government that returned 
the newspaper to the former ownership. 
A statement by Kathryn Cravens, 
OPC acting president, said: 
“The Overseas Press Club of Amer 
ica congratulates the people of Argen- 


tina on the restoration of their right to 
know the truth as symbolized by the 
return of the newspaper La Prensa to 
its owners. 

‘‘When the paper’s plant was seized 
the real La Prensa — its reverence for 
freedom and human dignity — escaped 
the dictator in the person of its pub 
lisher, Alberto Gainza Paz. With no 
means left but his own voice, he tire- 
lessly told abroad the facts of his coun- 
try and its struggle against oppression, 
and millions came to recognize him as 
typifying a proud and liberty-loving 
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and justice to Argentina.” 

It was announced that La Prensa 
would remain closed pending settlement 
of details, but would soon resume publi- 
cation as an outstanding member of the 
free press once again. 

The revived La Prensa was sche 
duled to appear as an eight-page daily. 
Newspapers in Argentina are limited to 
that size because of 
shortage. 

Several thousand persons, including 
about 1,000 employes of La Prenza, 
greeted Dr. Gainza Paz as he stepped 
from his plane at Ezeiza Intemational 
Airport in Buenos Aires. 

“It is with indescribable emotion 
that I return to my liberated country,” 
he said. 

Dr. Gainza Paz’ struggle with Peron 
began in 1945 when La Prensa conti-
